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Free transit rides come with a price 

CTA: Low-income plan for disabled, 
seniors outpaces overall ridership

First it was Rod Blagojevich who sent free rides soaring on 
the Chicago area’s transit system, and now the lingering ef- 
fects of the Great Recession are keeping the numbers high, 
experts say 

The former governor’s gift of free rides to all Illinois senior 
citizens in 2008 was scaled hack in 2011 to cover just low-in- 
come seniors. 

But skyrocketing growth in free rides taken hy low-income 
disabled individuals on the CTA, Metra and Pace— from 
about 1.5 million in 2008 to 29.6 million last year— has far out- 
paced regular ridership gains. 

“The state covers only a fraction of the cost of free and re- 
duced-fare rides, so any significant jump in mandated rides puts 
pressure on the CTA budget,” CTA spokesman Brian Steele 
said. “Those increased costs, and any reduction in funding, also 
diverts monies away from providing bus and rail service.” 

That’s one side of the story The other side is that the free- 
rides service is a lifesaver to the people who depend on it. 

Jesus Campuzano says that if he could land a stable job, he 
would hand his free-rides card to the next person on the dis- 
ability roUs. 

“My free-rides card is like a godsend, because I am the type 
of person who likes to stay active,” said Campuzano, 31, who 


was born with hydrocephalus orwater on the brain. “I am able 
to go out to job fairs and disability expos and see what kinds of 
jobs they are offering.” 

Campuzano, a lifelong Chicagoan, this month completed 
an internship and is volunteering at Access Living, a Chicago- 
based nonprofit organization working to remove barriers that 
people with disabilities encounter. 

His activities include lobbying lawmakers in Springfield on 
behalf of the disabled and, by extension of those efforts, advo- 
cating for more funding to the transit agencies. 

“When I go to Springfield, I tell them my story I tell them 
where I come from and I tell them why people with disabili- 
ties need health care, home services and transportation,” 
Campuzano said. 

It cost the CTA $62.3 million last year in uncollected fares 
to provide free rides to low-income disabled individuals and 
low-income seniors, according to the transit agency The CTA 
provides the bulk of the government-mandated free rides in 
the region. 

Metra and Pace estimated their lost revenue from free rides 
last year at $2.6 million and S2.7 million, respectively The un- 
collected fares must be made up by cutting other expenses or 
passing along the costs to fare-paying riders, officials said. 

The state provides no subsidy to the transit agencies for 
providing statutory free rides to low-income seniors and dis- 
abled individuals. Meanwhile, the state budget crisis has led 
to the General Assembly cutting the state reduced-fare reim- 


CTA FREE RIDES INCREASE 

The free rides for all senior citizens ended September 2011, 
but free rides for low-income seniors and disabled riders have 
increased since then. Officials attribute the change to the reces- 
sion and a change in how the state approves eligible riders. The 
transit agencies do not get state funding for free rides.

I qot robbed in my 
‘nice’ neighborhood

I’ve lived in the 
Chicago area my 
whole life. I’ve lived 
in the city itself since 
1998. I’ve never heen 
robhed at gunpoint. 

I guess there’s a 
first time for every- 
thing. 

I live in the Beverly 
neighborhood on the 
far South Side. It’s 
generally considered 
a “safe” neighborhood. Wednesday night I 
was walking home from the train, an eight- 
minute walk. I was steps 
from my house when 
two guys robbed me. 

One had a gun. It was 
big. And it was sticking 
in my chest. 

“Of course they have 
a gun,” I thought. That’s 
what you do when you 
want to turn a struggle 
into an obvious out- 
come. They got my wal- 
let, my phone and my 
laptop bag. Physically, 

I’m fine because I didn’t 
prize my possessions 
over my life. 

Crime should not feel 
inevitable— but it’s felt 
like that lately in Chicago. The murder rate 
gets a lot of attention. But reports of robbery, 
assault and other crimes don’t get frequent 
updates. Too often we think as long as it 
happens somewhere else or involves gangs, 
we don’t need to worry Eventually it all hits 
home. 

I know what happened to me is minor 
compared to the experiences of others 
with fewer resources. I walked away with 
an unpleasant experience. But most people 


who have a gun pointed at them in Chicago 
don’t walk away, whether they’re the target 
or someone else is. Too often we don’t pay at- 
tention until it happens in our neighborhood. 

It would be easy for me to give in to 
anger. I could blame this on a particular 
demographic group, start carrying a gun or 
just move somewhere else. But this is more 
complex than that: The actions of a few are 
not indicative of the many, it’s tough to draw 
a gun on someone when they have one stuck 
in your chest and exactly how far away would 
I need to move to escape all crime? 

So, I’m staying. Chicago’s crime problem 
hit me on the street where I live. But it’s not 
enough for me to talk about it, it’s time for 
me to do more. If I’m not doing more. I’m 
not doing enough. 

It starts with recognizing that no one is 
born a criminal. When 
you don’t give people 
economic options and 
don’t make them feel 
safe and don’t invest in 
their neighborhoods, 
they’ll do what they 
can to survive and use 
crime as an economic 
opportunity We have 
to give all Chicago’s 
neighborhoods the 
same attention we give 
to downtown. 

It also means at- 
tending police beat 
meetings, sharing the 
information given with 
others and calling 911 
when we see something out of the ordinary 
The police can’t be everywhere, no matter 
how many of them there are. 

Finally, we have to stop thinking of 
neighborhood boundaries as the limit of our 
interest. When crime happens anywhere in 
the city it affects all of us. We have to be will- 
ing to help be a part of the solution, however 
we’re able. 

I know I need to do more. I hope I moti- 
vate others to do the same.

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Same-sex couples 
face new tax issues 

With gay marriage legal, taxes become more complex

As of June i, “for richer or poorer” can apply to anyone in Illinois who wants it. 

The tax benefits — and tax headaches — that come with legal marriage now apply 
to straight and same-sex married couples. And since marriage equaUty is still so new, 
gay couples in particular could have to jump through some hoops to get their due 
come tax time, said Bernard Cherkasov, CEO of advocacy group EquaUty Illinois. 

“It’s a complicated process for anyone,” Cherkasov said. “We wanted to make 
sure couples that now are getting married ... Iget] some help in navigating the 
entire puzzle of financial and tax implications.” 

Here are some pieces of that puzzle. 




For now. when mar- 
riage equality is just 
being implemented in 
Illinois and most other 
states, this is the time we must em- 
power [people] on really how to navi- 
gate these complex tax implications.”

Marriage doesn’t always 
mean a tax break 

The tax that a married couple filing joindy 
win pay depends on how much each partner 
makes. If there’s a hig difference in incomes 
between the partners, they may get a tax bene- 
fit; the more equal the two incomes, the bigger 
chance theyil incur a tax penalty That could 
play into a couple’s decision about whether 
to file as individuals or jointly said Justin Sin- 
nott, a senior financial consultant at Charles 
Schwab and certified financial planner. 

“The important thing is to find a CPA that 
is familiar with tax laws and can take them 
through the process,” Sinnott said. “It’s im- 
portant to go through both the filing individ- 
ually and filing jointly to find out what’s the 
maximum benefit.” 

Filing amended tax returns 
could net you a windfall 

A couple with a civil union now can “convert” 
that union into a marriage— and in the eyes of 
the law, Cherkasov said, that marriage began 
on the date of their civil union, not the date of 
the conversion. That means that couples who 
convert can file amended federal tax returns 
for the years during which they had a civil 
union, and maybe get some extra cash. 

“They’re able to go back to the effective 
date of that marriage and claim some of the 
benefits that were denied to them,” Cherka- 
sov said. 

Don’t forget about 
health insurance 

“Previously same-sex couples were treated as

unmarried and had to pay income taxes on in- 
surance benefits for their spouse,” Sinnott said. 

Sinnott and Cherkasov both suggested that 
couples work with their employers to make 
sure that is no longer happening, and to fig- 
ure out the most cost-effective health plan for 
both partners. 

If you move to a different state, 
the game could change 

The federal government recognizes same-sex 
marriages; so do some states, such as Illinois; 
and some states do not consider them valid at 
all. If a gay or lesbian couple moves from Il- 
linois to a state that does not recognize their 
marriage, their tax situation could change sig- 
nificantly As Cherkasov put it, “Inequality is 
very complicated and burdensome.” 

Eventually, “some of these issues and con- 
fusion won’t be in play anymore,” Cherkasov 
said. “For now, when marriage equality is just 
being implemented in lUinois and most oth- 
er states, this is the time we must empower 
{people} on really how to navigate these com- 
plex tax implications.”

Are celebs saying *sorry* 
like they really mean it?

Apologies from high-profile musicians and 
actors have heen piling up recentl); reflecting 
regret (or at least its image) for a wide variety 
of perceived offenses, from the seriously dam- 
aging to the laughably slight. 

There was Justin Bieher seeking atonement 
after videos surfaced in which he made racist 
remarks. There was Jack White downplaying 
disparaging comments he’d made about the 
Black Keys. And there was Jonah Hill apolo- 
gizing for using a homophobic slur in a con- 
frontation with a photographer. 

The show biz mea culpa— it’s nothing nevy 
of course. But thanks to an online news cycle 
that demands a constant churn of fresh infor- 
mation, the nature of these apologies has fun- 
damentally changed. 

Most noticeably they’re arriving faster than 
ever. In a matter of hours, Pharrell Williams 
issued an apology for wearing a Native Ameri- 
can headdress on the cover of British Elle. 

That acceleration reflects the way social 


media have minimized the distance between 
stars and the public, a development that in 
many ways has fostered greater communi- 
cation. But it can also deplete the intended 
weight of whatever’s being expressed. 

How much remorse could Pharrell really 
have experienced in the time required to dash 
off a few words? Such instant reversals feel 
compulsory, like stock declarations sitting in 
an electronic filing cabinet until the moment 
they’re needed. 

In an age when even the slightest provoca- 
tion can summon the Internet’s inexhaustible 
outrage, that’s often just fine. 

But talk has never been cheaper than it is 
right now, when a retweet costs nothing more 
than the second it takes you to scroll beyond 
it. What’s more meaningful— and certainly 
more interesting— is the artistic response: the 
new song or the next movie role or the even- 
tual tell-aU memoir. 

And then there’s the new single from Robin 
Thicke, the fascinatingly uncomfortable “Get 



Her Back.” 

Here the R&B singer lays out his regret 
over his recent separation from his wife, Paula 
Patton. “I never should have raised my voice 
or made you feel so small,” Thicke croons, “I 
never should have asked you to do anything 
at all.” 

It’s hardly Thicke’s strongest songwriting. 
But how refreshing to encounter the clumsy 
words in a seemingly heartfelt song rather 
than one more well-vetted statement.

There were about 
15 teenagers on what 
looked like a field trip 
earher this month at 
the John Hancock Cen- 
ter, and not one of them 
seemed to recognize 
“Transformers: Age of 
Extinction” co-stars 
Nicola Peltz and Jack 
Reynor. 

They carried on play- 
ing with their phones, 
unaware that two of 
the stars of the biggest 
movie of the summer had just walked past them. 
No autograph requests. No picture requests. It 
didn’t matter that Reynor was wearing a Cubs 
jersey with his last name on the back, which he 
received when he threw out the ceremonial first 
pitch the day before at Wrigley Field. 

Reynor, 22, and Peltz, 19, strolled by the stu- 
dents unnoticed to the elevator that would take 
them up to the 94th floor, now known as 360 
Chicago. That’s where you’ll find the newly 
opened Tilt attraction, which gradually tilts 
downward to a 30 degree angle to allow guests 
a unique (and for some, terrifying) view of the 
city from 1,000 feet above ground. 

“Look at this,” Reynor said, laughing, point- 
ing at an image ofTilt by the elevators. “Oh my 
God, that’s what we’re doing.” 

Tilt was still months away from opening 


when Reynor and Peltz filmed “Transformers” 
in Chicago last summer. The fourth film in the 
robots-in-disguise franchise, which opens Fri- 
day takes place four years after the previous 
film— 20ii’s “Transformers: Dark of the Moon,” 
which also was filmed partly in the city— and 
features a Chicago that has recovered from 
decepticon destruction. ‘Age of Extinction” re- 
volves around MarkWahlberg’s mechanic char- 
acter, who discovers autobots leader Optimus 
Prime’s body and revives him. Peltz plays his 
daughter and Reynor plays her race car driver/ 
love interest. 

Reynor and Peltz are still in the early stages 
of their careers and are relatively unknown in 
Hollywood. The Colorado-born and Ireland- 
raised Reynor has appeared mostly in indepen- 
dent Irish films, though he did appear in 2013’s 
“Dehvery Man” with Vince Vaughn. Peltz — 
daughter of billionaire and former Snapple 
owner Nelson Peltz — is known best for ber role 
on A&E’s “Bates Motel.” Both said they were 
rarely, if ever, recognized while filming ‘Age of 
Extinction.” 

“Just when I was on set,” said Peltz, sitting 
alongside Reynor at a table on the 94th floor, 
surrounded by postcard-worthy views of the 
city “Maybe after this. I’ll begin to experience 
things like that,” Reynor added. 

Wahlberg, obviously is a different story 
There’s a reason his trailer had a mini-gym and 
two bedrooms and Reynor’s trailer had a chair 
and a broken TV, according to Reynor.

“We were in Detroit {filming] and went out 
to a bar and had a bite to eat,” Reynor said. “It 
was incredible how many people just rose out of 
their seats and began to crowd Mark and stand 
around him to try to talk to him.” 

The time came for the two actors to take 
their position on the Tilt attraction they had 
come to see. Both were excited, but they had 
different ways of showing it. 

Reynor braced himself for what was about 
to transpire. Peltz? She was perky in her heels 
and black dress, announcing to everyone in the 
room, “I’m ready.” Once the tilting began, Peltz 
was like a child asking her dad to push her high- 
er on the swing set. “I love it,” she said. “Can 
we go more?” The operator obliged, but the re- 
quests kept coming. ‘A little more,” Peltz said. 

Reynor laughed nervously with each grad- 
ual tilt. “Oh my God,” he said over and over, 
breathing a sigh of relief once they were finally 
back in an upright position. 

“I know a cast member of mine who would 
not have done that at all: Mark,” Reynor said 
while waiting for the elevator. “He’s afraid of 
heights.” 

“Yeah, right,” Peltz responded. “Mark would 
not have done that.”
